Wild and Scenic Rivers Update 


There hasn’t been much action lately on the proposal to name 
the AuSable and Manistee Rivers as Wild and Scenic Rivers, 
however, there may be some action before the year is over, accor- 
ding to Cong. Robert Davis. 

The final environmental impact statements on the proposed 
designations are due out in about three months. After they are 
published, the U.S. Forest Service will make its recommendation 
on the proposals. 


Although testimony in public hearings held in our area was | 


overwhelmingly opposed to the designations, I predict that the 

Forest Service will recommend that the rivers be named as part of 

the National Wild and Scenic Rivers program, Davis said. 
However, before the designations could be made, legislation 


would have to pass Congress authorizing the Forest Service to in- } 


clude those specific rivers in the Wild and Scenic Rivers program. I 


will continue to oppose the designations at each step. 


It’s Soring Cleanup Time! 


In an attempt to clean up Grayling and beautify the city, the 
Grayling Police Department is engaged in a cooperative effort to 
gain a positive response from businesses and citizens to assist.

But 
already showing signs of wear 
and size inadequacy in 1955, 
remodeling at the school took 
place, the gym was eliminated 
and a new facility to house food 
services, musical & vocal 
programs, along with physical 
education, was built adjacent to 
the building. 

In 1966 the Frederic School 
District was annexed to Craw- 
ford/AuSable and ten years 
later an addition was built and 
combined with the old school 
there and it now houses grades 
kindergarten through sixth. 

That leaves the current 
school enrollment breakdown 
for the four Crawford/AuSable 
Schools as  follows-Grayling 
Elementary, grades K-5, 650 
students; Frederic Elemen-

Killed in 
Single-Car Crash

Investigation is continuing into the cause of a single- 
car crash early Sunday morning that claimed the life of a 
22-year old Grayling resident, passenger in the vehicle, 
and injured the driver of the auto. 

Norman Smock, 22, Grayling, was dead on arrival at 
Grayling's Mercy Hospital following the accident which 
occurred about 2:15 am. Sunday morning on North 
Down River Road just east of the I-75 overpass. Driver of 
the auto, Scott Olsen, 23, a Grand Rapids area resident 
and formerly of Grayling, was hospitalized with facial 
lacerations and possible broken ribs and was listed in 
good condition Monday morning by a Mercy Hospital of- 
ficial. 

Sergeant Barry Smith of the Crawford County 
Sheriff's Department said the car, traveling east, ap- 
parently ran off the road at a curve and went out of con- 
trol when the driver attempted to steer back onto the 
pavement. The car veered into the westbound lane and 
back across the road before slamming into a stand of 
trees on the side of the road. It was the first fatal accident 
recorded in Crawford County this year. Investigation of 
the crash is continuing.

. 1980 Kirtland’s 


_. Warbler Tours... 


Kirtland's’ warbler nesting 
areas in northern Michigan will 
be closed and posted against 
public entry during the 1980 
nesting season. Warbler wat-— 
chers may see the bird and view 
nesting areas only by partici- 
pating in guided tours. 

The Kirtland’s warbler is a 
small ground-nesting bird listed 
as an endangered species. 

Free guided tours to warbler 
nesting areas will depart from 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources Grayling 
Field Office in Grayling, and 
from the U.S. Forest Service 
District Ranger Office in Mio. 
The tours, which begin on May 
15, will be offered everyday at 7 
a.m, and 1] a.m. from Grayling, 
and at the same times everyday 
except Wednesdays from Mio. 
The Grayling tour will end on 
July 5, and the Mio tour will end 
on July 19. 

Actual sighting of the Kir- 
tland’s warbler is not guaran- 
teed. The average date of 
arrival at the nesting area of 
the first Kirtland’s warbler is 
May 12; the latest recorded 
date of first arrival is May 20. 
Thus, the chance of seeing the 
bird during the early guided 
tours is less than optimum. The 
best period for seeing the war- 
bler is during late May and the 
month of June. The chance of 
viewing diminishes after July 1. 
Participants are encouraged to 
bring binoculars or spotting 
scopes. Tape recorders will not 
be allowed, and special efforts 
will not be made for 
photographers. 

Tour guides prefer small 
groups because they create less 
disturbance and are more likely 
to see the bird. No reservations 
are necessary for individuals or 
small groups, but large groups 
are urged to contact the 
following offices after April 27, 
1980 for reservations so that 
schedules can be established,

Easily, in the opinion of 
Reg Gaul, who has been there, is now 
here, and is warning that “there” might 
come ‘“‘here,”’ 

Mr. Gaul is a story in himself. An 
Episcopal minister in Brighton, he is a 
former newspaper writer and local gover- 
nment official in Lincoln, near London in 
England. As an avocation these days he 
does some writing for Livingston County 
Publications, usually on religion and such 
things, but once in a while on more 
political matters. 

In a recent essay, he took a look at 
housing subsidies in Britain, and shud- 
dered a bit at what he saw, namely 
galloping socialism. Mr. Gaul, as could be 
surmised, is a political conservative. He 
described a $60 per week housing sub- 
sidy, which in some areas is paid on more 
than half the houses. 7 

“WHY MENTION a rent subsidy 
program in this setting of dire warning? 
Surely here in the States, we are in 10 
danger?” he asks in his column aimed at 
Livington County readers. 

“Are you quite sure the federal budget 
is in no danger? Strange that you haven't 
noticed that the federal government is 
already under contract to pay out almost 
$250 billion in future years under an inno- 
cent housing assistance program that 
began only four years ago. 

“Cross the Atlantic and you see history 
repeating itself. Britain’s past is 
America’s future. Or is it? Can't we look 
across the Atlantic and learn a valuable 
lesson? 

‘Here it iss When you help the poor, as 
indeed, they should and must be helped, 
never do it through a federal agency. Let 
the county do it, Let the state do it. En- 
courage voluntary agencies.

Before departing I did 
manage a visit to the Canter- 
bury Museum and was 
especially impressed with the 
Antartic Exhibition. Being the 
most extensive exhibition of An- 
tartica in the world, it covered 
all aspects—wildlife, ecology, 
geology, history, helped me bet- 
ter understand a part of the 
world one hears little about, and 
made me especially appreciate 
the stamina and and daring of 
the Antartic explorers.

I must 
admit that it is more interesting 
as one begins to understand 
what’s going on but I’m still a

Set on a lovely har- 
bor, it is the financial, trading, 
and cultural center of 
Australia. The temperature can 
get quite hot and this time was 
no exception as the barometer 
shot up over 105°F, I spent 
about a week here too, getting 
my Indonesian visa, checking 
out the city including the 
famous Opera House, and 
taking advantage of the 
beautiful beaches (tried to get 
an all-over-tan—the liberation 
was hardly worth the pain).

Local Man 
Attends Convo 


Washington, D.C., March 25, 
1980—-A special conference 
designed to increase the flow of 
information between indepen- 
dent insurance agents and 
federal lawmakers held here 
for the past two days, included 
George L. Stancil, an indepen- 
dent agent in Grayling. 

“The annual National Legis- 
lative Conference of the Inde- 
pendent Insurance Agents of 
America (IJAA) provides an 
opportunity for members to 
make their views known to 
those responsible for insurance- 
related federal regulation and 
legislation,” Mr. Stancil said. 
“In the long run, this benefits 
the insurance consumer by 
making sure the federa] gover- 
nment is kept well-informed 
about the views of the indepen- 
dent insurance agent who pri- 
marily represents the insuran- 
ce consumer rather than any 
one insurance company,” he 
added. 

The two-day conference was 
attended by independent agents 
representing IJAA’s 50 state 
associations. Each  conferee 
took the opportunity to meet 
with his elected representatives 
to discuss key issues, 

Among the issues covered in 
the conference was legislation 
recently introduced in Congress 
to restrict the expansion of bank 
holding companies into the 
property and casualty insuran- 
ce business. “Our association 
wholeheartedly supports this 
legislation because banking in- 
stitutions could use their loan- 
making function to unfairly in- 
fluence potential borrowers’ in- 
surance purchase decisions,” 
Mr. Stancil said. 

Wouldn’t anyone faced with 
the need to take out a bank loan, 
and simultaneously being of- 
fered insurance by the same in- 
stitution, feel reluctant to insist 
on the lowest premium or best 
coverage? I think the answer is 
obvious,” he added. 

Also, like many other small 
businessmen, independent 
agents see themselves as vic- 
tims of a tendency of the federal 
governments to over-regulate. 
“We prefer to see the existing 
State regulatory structure for 
the insurance industry main- 
tained and improved rather 
than have it undermined by ex- 
panding federal influence,” Mr. 
Stancil said.

IRS Raises Interest Rate 
On Late Taxes And Refunds 


The interest rate for Federal 
tax underpayments and over- 
payments has been increased 
from 6 percent a year to 12 per- 


cent a year, effective February. 


t, 1980, the Internal Revenue 
Service said. 

The 12 percent annual rate 
also applies to the addition to 
tax for under-payment of in- 
dividual and corporate 
estimated taxes, and the effec- 
tive date is the same. 

Taxpayers whose 1979 taxes 
are not paid on time will be sub- 
ject to the new 12 percent in- 
terest on the unpaid balance. 

But, on the other hand, the 12 
percent rate also applies to 
refunds which are not paid by 
the IRS within 45 days of the 
due date of the return. 
Generally, the IRS has 45 days 
from the due date of the return

before any interest must be 
paid.

Reckless Fire Arms 
Cause Power Outage 


Prudenville—During 1979, 
almost 73,000 Consumers Power 
Company electric customers 
had their power shut off, many 
for several hours. However, un- 
paid electric bills, ice storms 
and blizzards were not the 
reasons for the outages. 

According to Gary L. Brown, 
area manager, a total of 72,672 
customers were deprived of 
electric service last year 
because someone decided to use 
electrical insulators on power 
lines for target practice. 

Among the most serious in- 
cidents: | 

—on February 21st, some 9300 
customers in’ Roscommon 
County, west of Higgins and 
Houghton Lakes, were without 
service for six hours. Emergen- 
cy generators had to be brought 
to several homes where 
residents were dependent upon 
life-support equipment;

School meal programs are not 
mandated by the federal gover- 
ment. Each state must deter- 
_ mine whether they will require 
‘schools to offer meals. In 
Michigan, all schools must offer 
a lunch program, and schools in 
which 50 percent of the students 
fall into the low-income 
category must also offer a 
breakfast program. As a mem- 
ber of the state legislature, I 
opposed the mandatory school 
breakfast program. I still feel 
very strongly that no gover- 
nment-local, state or féderal- 
should be able to mandate a 
program without providing 
funding to carry it out. 

While the 5 cent increase in 
the price of a meal doesn’t 
sound like much, many school 
officials fear that it will drive 
enough students out of the 
program to make it financially 
unstable.
